The City Hall By-Law. 

Eviron Sraxparo: ‘' M.W.T.D.,” in your 
issue of to-day, draws attention to what he 
terms a ‘very curious circumstance,’’ in 
conaection with the proposed City Hall by- 
law, and insinuates that ‘‘ what purports”’ 
to be section 2, of the Municipality Amend- 
ment Act, 1873, published at the end of the 
by-law, is designed to mislead tte ratepay- 
ers, and prevent people from exercising their 
rights. : 

No doubt many of your readers will asso- 
ciate the initials of your correspondent with 
a legal gentleman ia the city, and attach to 
the communicatios a certain amount of im- 
portance. It may therefore be well to en- 
quire into this matter. ‘*M.W.T.D.” might 
have noticed that what he says “‘ purporis”’ 
to be section 2 of the Act, ‘* purports ’’ te be 
nothiog more than an excerpt therefrom. 
And if he had only thought of looking at 
section 6, of the said Act, I am inclined to 
think bis letter would not have appeared. It 
is quite true tbat the words ‘* municipal 
elections” occur after the word “ vote,’’ but 
uofortunately for. your correspondent, eub- 
section 5, of section 6, of the Act, provides, 
‘* that the proceedings’ in these particular 
cases, ‘* shall be conducted as nearly as may 
be as at a municipal election.’”’ I am clearly 
of opinion, after a careful reading of the Act, 
that the course taken by the Council is 
strictly legal and right, and the fact of the 
excerpt being published at the end of the by- 
law is, I take it, au evidence ofa desire to 
give all ratepayers who so wish, an oppor~ 
tuaity to be beard at the polls.
